Washington—Wheat flour exports re- 
ceded last year to 10,500,000 barrels, 
having been 11,250,000 barrels in 1911 
and 20,000,000 barrels in 1903. 


Chicago—William Morris Davis, pro- 
fessor emeritus of Harvard University, 
has been presented with the Culver old 
medal by the Geographic Society of 
Chicago. 


Chicago—Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, 
superintendent of public schools, re- 
signed as a member of the state board 
of education. Her resignation was not 
due to politics, she said. 


Washington—Mineral production in 
the United States reached an aggre- 
gate valueo f $1,918,326,253 in 1911, 
against $1,000,000,000 twelve years 
ago and $500,000,000 twenty-five years 
ago. 


Boston—Governor F'oss has signed an 
enabling act permitting the First 
Church of Christ Scentist of Boston to 
accept the bequest of $2,000,000 pro- 
vided in the will of Mrs. Mary Baker 
G. Eddy. 


Washington-—Authentic information 
received in Washington is that Presi- 
dent-elect and Mrs. Wilson will retain 
the majority of the employes in the 
White House proper and in the execu- 
tive offices. 


Washington—Coinage of the new 
nickel has been ordered by Secretary 
MacVeagh, despite objections of cer- 
tain slot machine interests. It will be 
placed in circulation in the course of 
a week, 


Lisbon—The government has dceided 
te refer all questions regarding the 
property of religious congr¢gations, 
seized under the law separating church 
and state, to the Hague tribunal for 
settlement. : 


Pekin— Six parliamentary overseas 
representatives, including Tong King- 
Chong, the editor of a Chinese news- 
paper in San Francisco, have been 
elected to the new Chinese national 
assembly, 


New York—The sale of the M. C 
D. Borden collection of books and ob- 
jects of art showed a total of $1,608,256 
realized, placing it third in rank 
" among the collections that have been 
sold at auction in this country. 


Montpelier — Resolutions ratifying 
the federal income tax and the direct 
eloction of United States senators by 
the people have been adopted by the 
Vermont senate. The house had pre- 
viously adopted both measures. 


Rome— The celebrated basilica of 
Santa Maria in Trastevero 1s subsding 
and threatens to collapse. The subsoil 
has become waterlogged and this 
eaused the building to settle. The 
walls are cracked in many places. 


Salt Lake Cif¥—Every cicizen of 
Utah who ig eligible to vote but who 
does not, will be compelled to pay a poll 
tax of $3, under the terms, of a bill 
passed by the senate. The tax will be 
assessed against women as well as 
_men. - 


Chicago—The third [national drain- 
age congress, to be held in St. Louis, 
has been postponed from Feb. 26-28 to 
May 1-3, announces Edmund T. Perkins 
chairman of the board of governors, 
who has returned to Chicago from St. 
Louis. 

New York—Rev. Charles ?F. Aked 
arrived here from San Francisco Fri- 
day afternoon. He will give a series 
of lecturrs on ‘‘The Romance of the 
Golden West’’ during his stay in the 
East. The first will be at the Waldorf 
Astoria. 

Christchurch, N. Z.—A forttne in 
ambergris is reported by the whaler 
Norvegia, which arrived here with 
nearly half aton of the precious sub- 
stance aboard. It is said that the am- 
bergris is worth $300,000 and that the 
catch breaks all records. 

Peking—The empress dowager has 
turned over the western portion of the 
forbidden city to the republican gov- 
ernment. These magnificent palaces 
will be used for a presidntial resi- 
dence, national assembly and other 
government purposes.

“IN STREETS OF MEXICO CITY 


Killing of Former President and Vice Pres- 
ident Generally Regarded as Official 
| _. Assassinantion 


Mexico City, Feb. 23.--Former Pres- 

ident Madero and Vice-President Saurez 
were killed last night while being 
| transferred to the penitentiary. The 
killing is everywhere regarded with 
suspicion, notwithstanding the expla- 
nations of the government officials. 
The official account says: 

At midnight a small guard was sent 
to the palace to escort the deposed 
president and vice-president to;the pen- 
itentiary. 

A arge automobile was in waiting. 

Into this Madero and Suarez were 
hurried. ‘ 

Major Cardenas and several other 
army officers got into the car with 
them. The car started off escorted by 
a cavalry guard and other soldiers in 
automobiles. 

A large force of Maderistas, it is 
claimed, was secreted in a building 
about two-thirds of the way toward the 
prison. 

An attempt was made to halt the 
automobiles and liberate the prisoners. 

The attack was repulsed. 

The-official report fails to state how 
Madero and Suarez were killed, but it 
since has been learned from reliable 
sources that on the first shot fired by 
their friends both were shot and killed 
in their seats by the Qfficers accom- 
panying them. 

Political chaos has reached the last 
point of anarchy in Mexico. 

The revolt in the provinces continues 
to spread with alarming rapidity. 

The bloody climax of the Huerta-Diaz 
counter revolution has stunned the 
vast majority of the people of this city. 

Although warned to keep within 
their homes and avoid the semblance 
of a demonstration, crowds constantly 
are gathering to be driven from the 
steets by the armed soldiers of the 
provisional president. 

Huerta is making good his threat to 
“‘rule with an iron hand.’’ 


Satisfactory Explanation of 
Killing Must Be Forthcoming 


Washington, Feb. 23.—Ambassador 
Henry Lane Wilson te egraphed to the 
state department tonight that Fran- 
cisco de la Barra, minister for foreign 
affairs, had invited all foreign diplo- 
mats in Mexico City to take luncheon 
with him tomorrow. The ambassador 
stated that none of the diplomats 
would attend the luncheon unless the 
tragic death early today of former 
resident Francisco I]. Madero and for- 
mer Vice-President Pino Suarez is 
cleared of mystery. 

This decision on the part of the dip- 
lomatic corps in the Mexican capital 
indicates the gravity of the situation 
which will confront the Huerta gov- 
ernment should it fail to clear the 
mystery in which the killing of Madero 
and Suarez still is enveloped. 

No official comment was forthcoming 
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the tragedy made by Senor de la Barra 
and provisional President Huerta, but 
it was taken for granted that if the 
late leaders were brutally murdered as 
the result of a plot, the present gov- 
ernment would be called upon for an 
explanation when it seeks political 
recognition at the hands of the United 
States.

Thus it may be brought about that 
in addition to showing itself equal to 
the immense problems of reconstruc- 
tion before it, including the establish- 
ment of law and order in states so 
long torn by revolution, Mexico may 
be asked to show that the blood of its 
late rulers is not_upon its hands. 

The killing of Madero and Suarez, 
after provisional President Huerta had 
assured American Ambassador Wilson 
of the safety of his prisoners from just 
such attacks, created a painful im- 
pression in administration circles here 
today.

}ture’s sorrow at the passing of one of 
her worshipers. ; 


A huge laurel wreath arrived just at 
the close of the services, sent by George 
Hamlin Fitch of San Francisco, on be- 
half of the associates of the American 
Institute of Arts and Letters, at the 
telegraphic request of George Under- 
wood of the Century Magazine. 

Rev. William Day Simonds of the 
Oakland Unitarian Chureh officiated as 
chief celebrant at the gervices in the

Crematorium in Piedmont, where the 
body was incingrated. He read Mil- 
ler’s ‘‘Down Into the Dust,’’ a poem 
written many years ago while the bard 
resided in Oregon.

INOCTED 


True Bills Returned Against 
Eight of the Companys 
Officials 
They Are Charged with Swindling 


the Government by Various 
Measures 


San Francisco—Eight officials of the 
Western Fuel company have been in-' 
dicted by the federal grand jury on! 
charges of conspiring to defraud the | 
United States and of, wholesale frauds 
and swindling on coal duties by short | 
weight drawbacks. 

The indictments were returned be- 
fore United States District Judge 
Morrow sitting for Judge William C. 
Van Fleet in division No. 1 of the 
United States district court. 

The indicted officials are: John L. 
Howard, president, J. L. Schmitt, 
director ; Robert Bruce, director ; Syd- 
ney V. Smith, director; F.C. Mills, 
superintendent; Edward fF. Smith, 
weigher, and E. H. Mayer, weigher. 

This is the first movement in what 
promises to be one of the most senga- 
tional cases of alleged fraud against the 
government ever laid bare. 

Eight years ago an investigation was 
made into coal frauds in this port, and 


i 


tracked through some strong influence. 
Special Agent William H. Tidwell is 
investigating this and fpromises some 
interesting exposures within a few 
days. 

In 1905 Special Agents West fand 
Johnson worked several months in the 
investigation. They prepared a vol- 
uminous report. It was handed into 
the local custom house. It never left 
the local custom house. 

Special Agent Tidwell and United 
States Attorney John L. McNab, who 
are investigating this, assert that it 
was waylaid somewhere between the 
special agent‘ office and the office of 
the collector of the port.

About an hour after the eight West- 
ern Fuel indictments were returned the 
officials, accompanied by Warren Olney 
Jr., the corporation’s attorney, silently 
filed into the clerk’s office in the’ fed- 
eral building and signed bail warrants 
m the-sum of $3000 for each defendant: 

The Western Fuel company and its 
officers are charged with having a mo- 
nopoly of foreign coal handled in this 
port; of controlling the coal weighing 
system of the port; swindling the gov- 
ernment on duty; robbing the govern- 
ment on drawback of coal going out; 
filching on weights of coal sold to gov- 
ernment transports, and bribing the 
marine engineers of trans-Pacific ves- 
sels to keep them from disclosing these 
frauds to government officials. 

This situation parallels the sugar 
frauds of New York. How far reach- 
ing the case will be was not disclosed. 
The present federal grand jury will go 
out of office in a fewdays. This is one 
reason why the Western Fuel officials 
alone were indicted. Whether other 
officials whose names _ were brought to 
light in the investigation will be 
brought to the attention of the next 
grand jury is not known. The govern- 
ment officials age silent on this ques- 
tion.-

This oil is made in the various islands 
famous for oil and seeds from these 
plants.

This oil 
is also used in making the Japanese 
lanterns, artificial leather, printing 
ink, lacquer, varnishes, ofl paper, and 
paints.—Scientific American. 


Chair Built for Tramps. 

Of late Bingham, Me., has been able 
to say that it had fewer tramps than 
any other town of its size in the 
state. The reason for this is a “tramp 
chair.” This chair is. made in the 
form of a common upright chair of 
strap iron, but is encased, the door 
being made of the same strap iron 
material. It is on wheels, and can 
be moved to any part of the town. Not 
a great while ago a tramp went to 
the village, and there being no lock- 
up there, the officers had occasion to 
take care of the man, and he was 
put into the tramp chair. It is not 
known how long the tramp stayed 
there, but at least long enough so that 
he wanted to get out of the town as 
quickly as he could.
